Wet  tobacco  is  always 
sold  as  a  loss  to  the  grower, 

5,  Consult  your  tobacco  grader.    Ask  him 
any  questions  or  advice  about  market- 
ing your  tobacco.    He  is  on  the  market 
to  assist  you.

Steps  to 

follow  in  getting  Ladino  Clover  establish-  Set  strawberry  plants, 

ed  are  listed  below:  Cut  trees  for  vjinter  wood. 

Enroll  boys  in  vocational  agriculture  and 

1,  Apply  at  least  one  ton  of  ground  girls  in  home  economics, 

limestone  per  acre.  Cull  and  move  pullets  into  clean  laying 

2,  Get  land  in  good  order,  house, 

3,  Apply  one-half  ton  of  2-12-12  per  acre.  Check  chimneys  and  flues. 


4-,  Treat  seed  and  cover  lightly, 
5,  Sow  2  pounds  of  Ladino  Clover  and  10 
pounds  of  Orchard  Grass  per  acre, 

COVER  CROPS 

Let's  get  your  tobacco  land  seeded  in  rye, 
wheat  or  oats  for  a  cover  crop.  Standing 
tobacco  stalks  take  out  remaining  fertil- 
izer and  encourages  disease  and  insects. 
This  cover  crop  will  prevent  erosion  and 
add  humus  to  the  soil  v/hich  is  greatly 
needed, 

CROP  LIEN 


Remember  the  crop  lien  you  gave  the 
Government,    I  am  expecting  you  to  make 
payments  from  each  sale  until  your  loan 
is  paid  in  full.    Bring  your  sales  tickets 
to  the  office  when  making  payments  in  order 
that  we  may  keep  a  record  of  the  sales-,  ■  . 


Get  Record  Book  up-to-date. 
Be  thinking  about  1951>  plans. 
If  you  are  a  tenant,  make  rental 

arrangements  for  195i'> 
Cut  peanut  sticks  if  needed. 
Pay  on  your  debts  as  you  receive  the 

income  oven  though  the  payment  is  not 

due.    Interest  will  stop  on  the  amount 

of  principal  paid. 
Treat  hogs  for  cholera  if  it  hasn't  been 

done. 

Clean,  repair,  oil  and  put  all  equipment 
not  needed  for  the  balance  of  the  year 
under  shelter. 
Clean  out  your  stables  and  put  manure  on 
ground  to  be  seeded  to  small  grain. 
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
